WASHINGTON  (AP)  — 
Secretary  of  State  Alexander  M. 
Haig  said  Wednesday  the  United 
States  will  refuse  to  sell  military 
supplies  to  Iran  and  will  not  turn 
over  equipment  the  Tehran  govern¬ 
ment  already  has  purchased. 

Making  clear  the  Reagan  ad¬ 
ministration  will  continue  to  view 
Iran  with  great  suspicion,  Haig  also 
said  American  businesses  should 
use  the  “most  careful  caution”  in 
future  trade  with  Iran. 

Haig  indicated  the  United  States 
will  abide  by  the  terms  of  the  agree¬ 
ments  that  freed  the  52  American 
hostages,  although  he  said  U.S.  of¬ 
ficials  will  want  to  be  sure  the  Ira¬ 
nians  are  living  up  to  their  obliga¬ 
tions  under  the  agreement  as  well. 

“The  United  States  government 
will  fulfill  its  obligations  in  accor¬ 
dance -with  both  international  law 
and  the  accepted  norms  of  domestic 
legal  practice,”  Haig  said  at  his  first 
news  conference  as  secretary  of 
state. 

He  cleared  up  one  loose  end  not 
specifically  covered  in  the  agree¬ 
ments,  which  was  the  disposition  of 
nearly  $500  million  in  military 
equipment  purchased  but  not  ship¬ 
ped  by  the  time  the  hostages  were 
seized  on  Nov.  4,  1979.  Then- 
President  Jimmy  Carter  halted 
further  shipments  of  the  equipment 
in  retaliation  for  the  hostage 
seizure.

of  criminal  trials  is  allowed  in  Utah  courtrooms,  even  after  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  ruled  Monday  states  are  free  to  permit  the  coverage,  a 
Utah  Bar  official  said  this  week. 

The  court  ruled  in  a  Florida  case  that  broadcast  and  photographic 
coverage  does  not  automatically  interfere  with  a  defendant’s  right  to  a 
fair  trial. 

More  than  half  the  states  have  decided,  on  either  a  permanent  or  an 
experimental  basis,  to  allow  some  camera  and  microphone  coverage  of 
court  proceedings.  Utah  is  not  one  of  them.  Some  of  these  states  do  not 
allow  coverage  over  a  defendant’s  objection. 

Paul  Tinker,  Utah’s  chief  deputy  attorney  general,  said  he  doesn’t 
expect  Utah  courts  to  change  their  position  in  the  near  future.  Tinker

“Utah  is  a  fairly  conservative  state  and  has  held  its  position  for  some 
time,”  Tinker  said.  “There  are  good  arguments  on  both  sides.  I  think  it 
depends  on  the  case.” 

Tinker  said  in  particularly  gruesome  criminal  cases  camera  coverage 
in  the  courtroom  would  only  serve  to  dramatize  and  work  against  the 
judicial  process. 

Tinker  said  allowing  cameras  in  the  courtroom  was  tried  in  Utah  last 
May  by  Judge  Venoy  Christofferson.  The  experiment  involved  a  kid¬ 
nap  trial  in  Box  Elder  County’s  1st  District  Court.  Soon  after,  Christof¬ 
ferson  was  ordered  by  Utah’s  Supreme  Court  to  stop  the  experiment. 

“I  favor  it,”  said  Utah  Bar  Association  president  Carman  Kipp  con¬ 
cerning  cameras  in  the  courtroom.  “It  would  help  inform  people,  give 
better  information  on  how  the  judicial  system  works  and  help  the 
judicial  process.” 

Kipp  said  because  of  opposition  the  change  could  be  slow  in  coming 
and  many  Utah  judges  see  cameras  in  the  courtroom  as  having  some 
serious  drawbacks.  He  said  finding  the  problems  could  only  be  done  by 
experimenting. 

“Everybody’s  a  ham,”  he  said.  “When  you  get  people  in  front  of  a 
camera  they  often  react  differently.  I  have  some  reservations  about 
whether  or  not  it  would  affect  the  candor  of  the  courtroom.” 

In  April  1979,  the  Society  of  Professional  Journalists  —  Sigma  Delta 
Chi  (SDX),  filed  a  petition  in  Utah  Supreme  Court  requesting  a 
modification  of  current  canons  to  allow  still  photography  and  TV 
cameras  on  a  one-year  experimental  basis. 

SDX  lawyer  Randy  Dryer  said  the  recent  U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruling 
lends  hope  for  a  positive  ruling  on  the  petition  to  Utah’s  high  court. 

Dryer  said  he  believes  the  ruling  has  taken  so  long  in  coming  because 
judges  have  strong  pro  and  con  views  concerning  cameras  in  the  cour¬ 
troom  and  Utah’s  justices  were  waiting  for  a  Supreme  Court  ruling 
before  making  their  own  decision. 

Kipp  said  the  Utah  Bar  planned  to  recommend  to  Utah’s  court  that  a 
pilot  program  be  set  up,  but  the  program  was  “put  on  the  shelf’  until  a 
ruling  was  made  on  the  SDX  petition.

Since  1972,  Arrington  has  worked  to  make  the 
vast  amounts  of  information  about  Brigham 
Young  available  to  scholars. 

There  is  a  more  complete  record  of  Brigham 
Young  than  any  other  American  of  that  period, 
because  everything  he  said  and  did  was  recorded, 
Arrington  said.  No  apparent  attempt  has  been 
made  to  censor  the  records.  “It’s  essentially  a 
complete  collection  of  everything  that  was 
made,”  Arrington  said. 

His  recent  assignment  to  write  a  one-volume 
book  on  Brigham  Young  for  the  church  is  one  of 
the  most  difficult  tasks  he  has  undertaken 
because  of  the  vast  amount  of  information 
available,  Arrington  said.  “It  would  be  far  easier, 
far  simpler  to  write  six  books  about  Brigham

Young,”  he  said. 

Arrington  hopes  people  will  “love  Brigham 
Young  all  the  more’’  by  reading  about  defects 
and  problems  he  had.  “He  had  weaknesses  as 
well  as  strengths.  He  had  failures  as  well  as 
triumphs,”  Arrington  said. 

The  often-asked  question  of  how  many  wives 
Brigham  Young  had  is  “not  very  easy  to  give 
because  it  depends  on  what  you  mean  by  a  wife,” 
Arrington  said.  Brigham  Young  was  sealed  to  50 
women,  some  of  whom  he  never  saw  and  others 
without  his  approval,  Arrington  said. 

“He  was  a  person  who  was  loved  by  his  people 
and  loved  most  by  those  who  knew  him  best,” 
Arrington  said.

was  voicing  his  opinion  Tuesday  in  the  ASBYU 
forum  of  student  thought. 

In  the  well-attended  lecture,  Scruggs  named 
four  different  voices  which  justify  some  type  of. 
birth  control:  hedonism,  medicine,  the  social 
sciences  and  personal  revelation. 

Calling  hedonism  “the  loudest  voice  com¬ 
peting  for  our  attention,”  Scruggs  condemned 
the  selfishness  of  the  world  which  says,  “Children 
should  be  had  only  if  they  will  provide  more 
pleasure  than  the  boats,  cars,  homes  and 
freedoms  that  one  must  sacrifice  to  parent 
them.” 

“How  sad  it  is  that  so  many  have  not  learned 
the  simple  lesson  that  hollow  lives  propped  up  by 
worldly  possessions  are  hollow  still, Scruggs 
said. 

According  to  Scruggs,  medical  advice  plays  an 
important  part  in  determining  how  many 
children  to  have  or  whether  to  have  children  at 
all. 

“The  brethern  have  been  careful  to  emphasize 
that  those  who  are  not  ‘in  possession  of  health 
and  vigor’  should  take  great  care  in  considering 
pregnancy,”  Scruggs  said. 

He  said  the  spirit  of  all  counsel  he  was  ac¬ 
quainted  with  is  that  the  health  of  the  mother 
and  unborn  child  are  of  paramount  importance, 
yet  medical  advice  should  not  be  put  above  per¬ 
sonal  revelation. 


“Is  medical  advice  so  beyond  question  that  it 
should  go  unverified  by  the  Creator  of  the  body 
the  doctor  said  cannot  take  the  strain?”  he  I 
asked. 

Scruggs  said  it  was  from  the  third  voice,  that  of 
the  social  sciences,  whence  comes  the  paranoia  of 
overpopulation  and  the  contradictory  theories 
concerning  the  spacing  and  rearing  of  children. 

The  fourth  voice  is  personal  revelation.  “Its 
purpose,”  Scruggs  said,  “is  not  to  dictate,  but  to 
ratify.” 

Confirmation  can  come  on  the  decision  to  br¬ 
ing  another  child  into  the  world  or  to  postpone 
having  children. 

“Those  too  lazy  to  seek  his  counsel  on  this  most  1 
important  matter  risk  offending  God,  on  one 
hand  by  refusing  to  prepare  tabernacles  for 
spirits  he  wishes  to  send  to  worthy  homes,  and 
angering  him  on  the  other  by  having  children  as 
animal  passion  would  dictate,  and  regretting, 
resenting  and  neglecting  his  precious  spirits  as  a 
result.” 

Scruggs  said  several  widely  accepted  beliefs  in 
the  LDS  culture  have  no  basis.  “It  is  generally 
accepted,”  he  said,  “that  before  using  birth  con¬ 
trol  one  should  have  revelation. 

“At  the  same  time,  I  say  before  having  another 
child  one  should  have  revelation,”  he  said. 

“We  enjoy  cut  and  dried  answers,  but  personal 
revelation  is  the  bottom  line,”  Scruggs  said.

Grant  given  for  smoking,  alcohol  study 


A  $26,553  grant  has  been  awarded  a  BYU 
professor  for  research  designed  to  measure  the 
damage  a  mother’s  drinking  and  smoking, 
together,  have  on  unborn  children. 

Dr.  Robert  E.  Seegmiller,  associate  professor  of 
zoology,  received  the  money  from  the  Thrasher 
Research  Fund,  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  two-year  project  will  deal  with  determin¬ 
ing  the  extent  alcohol  and  cigarette  use  damage 
the  unborn  when  the  two  substances  are  used 
together. 

Seegmiller  will  use  mice  in  his  research  and 
then  use  the  data  to  predict  what  will  happen  to 
humans  under' similar  situations. 

The  mice  will  be  exposed  to  various  levels  of 
cigarette  smoke  and  alcohol,  proportional  to 
dosages  humans  would  receive.

Beginning  Sunday, 
BYU  Security  will  start 
to  charge  a  $5  im¬ 
pounding  fee  for  bicyles 
found  in  unauthorized 
locations,  said  Sgt.

“Up  to  now  we 
haven’t  been  charging 
students  when  their 
bikes  were  impoun¬ 
ded,”  said  Bringhurst, 
“but  last  year  we  had  to 
auction  135  bicycles 
because  nobody 
claimed  them.” 

Bicycles  have  to  be 
kept  for  90  days  before 
security  can  auction 
them,  but  sometime?

found. 

“We  encourage  stu¬ 
dents  to  license  their 
bicycles.’’  said 
Bringhurst,  “Then,  if 
we  find  it  somewhere 
we  can  easily  contact 
the  owner.” 

A  bicycle  license 
costs  $3  and  is  available 
from  BYU  Security 
Traffic  Division. 

“We  find  bicycles  in 
all  sorts  of  places, 
chained  to  stairs,  out¬ 
side  buildings, 
everywhere.  We  even 
find  some  abandoned. 
The  only  authorized 
place  for  them  is 
properly  locked  to  a 
bicylce  rack,”  said 
Bringhurst. 

“This  summer  we 
located  bicycle  racks  in 
all  the  problem  areas, 
but  we  welcome  further 
suggestions  from  stu¬ 
dents,”  he  said.

Conductor  Varujan  Kojian  showed  his  BYU 
audience  disciplined  elegance  at  his  Provo  debut 
with  the  Utah  Symphony  Wednesday  evening. 

From  the  response  at  the  ticket  booth  and  from 
the  audience,  the  orchestra  could  easily  have  sold 
out  the  deJong  Concert  Hall  another  night. 

Maestro  Kojian  commands  his  musicians  with 
grace  and  precision.  The  orchestra  masterfully 
performed  the  Symphony  No.  1  by  Ludwig  von 
Beethoven.  The  lyrical  quality  of  the  of  the  score 
was  interpreted  sensitively.  Although  not  as 
famous  as  the  Beethoven’s  fifth  symphony,  the 
light  tone  of  the  music  proved  quite  exhilarating. 

Hearing  the  Symphony  No.  2  by  Jean  Sibelius 
brought  the  pageantry  of  a  royal  court  to  mind. 
The  majestic  tones  were  interrupted  by  moments 
of  exoticism,  as  well  as  times  when  the  tuba 
broke  in  with  alarm  clock  monotony. 

The  larger  segment  of  the  musicians  is  made 
up  of  members  under  40  years  old.  It’s  heartening 
that  the  younger  generation  is  both  interested  in 
and  qualified  to  play  in  a  symphony  that  has 
been  ranked  among  the  top  twelve  in  the  nation 
by  Fortune  magazine.  The  audience  enjoyed  see¬ 
ing  nearly  a  dozen  BYU  alumni  and  faculty 
members  playing  in  the  orchestra. 

One  thing  marred  the  performance  —  the  at 
plause.  The  conductor,  although  trying  to 
gracious,  did  not  want  to  acknowledge  the 
ilause  in  what  should  have  been  quiet  moments 
letween  movements  of  the  symphonies.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  Sibelius  symphony,  the  culprits  in 
the  audience  caught  on  to  concert  etiquette. 

Symphony  co-sponsor,  Mountain  Bell,  with 
some  slick  public  relations  work,  presented  Ko¬ 
jian  with  a  sterling  silver  baton  immediately 
following  the  performance.  The  concert-goers  ob¬ 
viously  supported  the  symphony  by  crowding  the 
reception  room.

A  brigadier  general  who  spent 
seven  years  as  a  prisoner  of  war  dur¬ 
ing  the  Vietnamese  conflict,  will 
speak  today  at  2  p.m.  in  the  Varsity 
Theater,  ELWC. 

Brig.  Gen.  Robinson  Risner  will 
speak  about  his  POW  experiences.

The 
popularity  of  these 
questionable  businesses  can 
be  traced  to  various  drug  sub¬ 


cultures  that  have  taken  root,  and  are  now  festering  and  spreading 
their  venom,  rebellion  and  misery  through  all  levels  of  society  —  yes, 
even  right  here  in  Mormon  Camelot. 

We  agree  with  Orem  narcotics  officer  Pete  Hansen  when  he  says 
drug  paraphernalia  serves  as  a  “catalyst”  in  encouraging  drug 
abuse,  particularly  among  many  impressionable  teenagers  who  tend 
to  look  upon  the  marijuana  leaf  as  a  status  symbol.  As  it  is  right 
now,  both  adults  and  teenagers  in  Utah  Valley  can  go  to  one  of 
several  “head  shops”  in  this  region  and  buy  cocaine  measuring 
spoons  and  snorting  tubes,  marijuana  pipes  and  bongs,  roach  clips, 
literature  on  “recreational  drugs”  and  a  wide  variety  of  other  drug- 
related  accessories,  each  specifically  designed  to  either  use  or  en¬ 
courage  the  use  of  an  illegal  drug. 

We  believe  such  paraphernalia  should  be  outlawed  in  Utah  and  in 
every  other  state  in  the  nation.  A  bill  banning  these  drug  devices, 
which  in  effect  would  eliminate  “head  shops,”  is  currently  being 
debated  in  the  Utah  Legislature.  The  sponsor,  Sen.  Fred  Finlinson, 
R-Murray,  says  the  measure  would  by  no  means  do  away  with  drug 
paraphernalia,  but  it  would  give  law  enforcement  officers  anothei 
weapon  in  their  seemingly  endless  and  difficult  battle  to  control  il¬ 
licit  drugs.
